hips and raising the toe of the right 
foot, using the heel as a pivot, swing 
the foot from side to side. 
Repeat 


with the other foot

CONVERSION OF BONDS. 


Liberty Bonds of the first issue, 


and Liberty Bonds of the second is- 
sue, and Liberty Bonds obtained by 
converting bonds of the first issue 
into bonds of the second issue can be 
converted into bonds of the third 
issue during the six months' period 
beginning JVIay 9 and ending Novem- 
ber 9, 1918. 


Delivery of the bonds issued in 


conversion can not be made prior to 
July 1, but bonds presented for con- 
version on or about that date will 
be retained by the Treasury and a 
nonnegotiable receipt issued there- 
tore. Interest 
will be adjusted in 


each case between the Government 
and the bondholder. 


After November 9, 191S, no fur- 


ther rights of conversion will attach 
to the 4 per cent bonds, either the 
original bonds of the second loan 
or those obtained by conversion of 
bonds of the first loan.

No one 


familiar with the quality of our 
troops and the careful manner in 
which they have been trained has 
ever had any doubt that they would 
do their country full honor When put 
to the test. They have been equal to 
every emergency so far, and to ere is 
no reason to suppose that in the try- 
ing days to come they will fail to 
do their full duty. 
As there are 


more than 500,000 of them in the 
battlefront they are likely to prove 
a very important factor in the strug- 
gle which has just begun. 


This advance of the Americans at 


a time when the Germans are pound- 
ing away to the north and south of 
them may be a part of the counter- 
offensive which General Focb is sup- 
posed to have planned for the army 
of maneuver. Cantigny lies near the 
apex of the Montdidier salient, and if 
Poch has decided to attempt to crush 
this in from either side the Ameri- 
cans' dash may prove to be an essen- 
tial part of a larger movement.

CHINAMEN "FEED THE DEAD" 


Religious Ceremony Faithfully Ob- 


•erved by Celestials, Wherever 


They May Be Living. 


Chinamen still observe the reli-n'ous 


ceremony of "feeding the d»ad." The 
food is ic tended as a propitiatory offer- 
Ing to the Chinese evil spirit The 
offerings vary according to the habits 
and tastes of the occupants of the 
graves. 


"At the grave of one," says an eye- 


witness of a feast, "his friend, after 
digging holes In the hard ground with 
his knife, stuck up two candles, and 
laid out several sets of chop-sticks and 
ns many small cups, which he filled 
with wine; then he placed on the grave 
some bowls of rice, a package of cig- 
arettes, and a small vessel of opium. 
Afterward he made several bows and 
genuflections, as if Inviting his dead 
friend or the other party to set to. 


"A number of fires were burning in 


the vicinity, and on these were placed 
pieces of paper with squares of imita- 
tion gold leaf pasted on them repre- 
senting gold coin; other squares with 
silver foil represented silver coin; and 
smaller squares, punched full of holes, 
represented the brass 'cash,' which has 
a hole in the center. Some burned 
small garments made of paper, and 
thus furnished a new salt to their de- 
ceased friends at a small cost. After 
the provisions had been displayed long 
enough to give the spirit enough to 
satisfy himself, they were carefully 
brought back to town." 


Paper Scarce in Wartimes. 


During the War of the Revolution 


persons engaged In the manufacture of 
paper were exempted from conscrip- 
tion. As the war advanced the sup- 
ply of paper for cartridges and wad- 
ding ran so low that the government 
advertised for it, and finally ordered 
the public to produce all they had, 
even sending files of soldiers to search 
for the indispensable article where 
there was any likelihood of finding It 
In the garret of a house where Benja- 
min Franklin once had his printing of- 
fice were found 2,500 copies of a ser- 
mon by a Philadelphia divine on "De- 
fensive War." These were seized and 
used to make cartridges for the bat- 
tle of Monmouth. The results of the 
battle showed conclusively that It was 
"a most striking discourse." During 
the Civil war common news paper sold 
for 25 cents per pound, and ten years 
later It sold for 10 cents per pound. 


Taught That All Was Dream. 


As far back as the fourth and third 


centuries B. C. Chuang Tzu, the bril- 
liant Chinese mystic, taught that this 
life is really a dream. 
He said: 


"Those who dream of a banquet, 
awake to lamentation and sorrow. 
Those who dream of lamentation and 
sorrow wake to join the hunt While 
they dream they do not know that they 
dream. Some even Interpret the dream 
they are dreaming; and only when they 
wake do they know it was a dream. 
By-and-by comes the great awakening, 
and then we find that this life Is real- 
ly n great dream.

they are really princes, or peasants. 
Confucius nnd you are both dream- 
ers; and I. who say you arc dream- 
ers, I am but a dream myself." 


Diving Water Birds. 


Water birds which are ordinarily 


able to float hich on the water ran 
also sink at will by expelling the air 
which is Inclowl within the film of 
feathers 
surrounding their bodies, 


thus making <hfi« heavier than water. 
This mechanical trick on the part of 
diving birds Is probably familiar to nil 
who have watcliod the kingfisher nt 
<"lo«< 
> quarters, nnd have noted the 


sudden contraction In the bird's ap- 
parent size as it takes the plunge. 
This Is more easily observed In Ihe 
case of Jhe starling, which sometimes 
imitate1; the kingfisher by plunging Into 
water for f<wxl. 
The shrinkage of 


the bird in apparent size Is very jio- 
tieonble wln»n. after hovering above 
the surface, it turns downwards to 
dive.

The first colonial assembly to en* 


Joy the right of Initiating legislation 
was the Maryland assembly, which 
convened in 1685 and was composed of 
representatives of the whole people— [ 
a purely democratic legislature. In the 
beginning every adult tnnle citizen wag 
permitted to sit In the assembly, Nut , 
with the increase In population It was ' 
found necessary to limit the number, 
although there was still no legal re- 
striction on the number of delegates 
the people might send. 


Under the charter Lord Baltimore 


bad the power of enactttig all neces- 
sary laws, for the colony, "with the 
advice, consent and approbation of the 
freemen of the province." The assem- 
bly demanded the right of Initiating 
legislation, however, and this was 
granted by Lord Baltimore In 1688, 
and the following year the assembly 
met and enacted the first statutes of 
Maryland. 
In their law-making the 


pioneer Marylanders were entirely In- 
dependent of the British parliament 
and enjoyed a greater degree of au- 
tonomy than any other English colony.

ARTICHOKE IS EASY TO GROW 


Favorite Vegetable, Declared to Be 


Valuable Article of Food for Both 


Man and Beast. 


The Jerusalem artichoke deserves to 


be much better known in this country, 
which Is its,native land, for it Is one 
of the favorite vegetables In all parts 
of Europe. It Is easy to grow, and a 
most valuable article of food for man 
and beast Prof. T. D. A. Cockerell of 
the University of Colorado extol* Its 
merits in the Scientific Monthly and 
tells some most interesting facts about 
It 


Its name I« a curiosity to etymology. 


The word "artichoke" Is derived from 
the Moorish "alkbarshof," which was 
applied to the true, or globe artichoke, 
of which we eat the flower-head with 
Its thickened bracts and the delicate 
"bottom." This plant which Is of the 
thistle family, is a native of the old 
world. The Jerusalem artichoke, Hell- 
anthus tuberosus. Is a tuber which 
grows on the roots of a sunflower. It 
was well-known and much used by the 
natives of America before the coming 
of Columbus. It was introduced into 
France early In the seventeenth cen- 
tury and was grown in the Farnese 
gardens In Rome, whence It was dis- 
tributed throughout Europe under the 
name of Girasole ArUdocco. or son- 
flower artichoke. The 
name arti- 


choke." writes Professor Cockerell, 
"appears to have been given to the 
Bclianthus solely on account of die 
more or less similar flavor, while 'Jeru- 
salem' is an English corruption of the 
Italian •Girasole, or sunflower."

OF MILITARY LIFE 


IN A FRENCH CAMP 


Des. B. Kirk, former sporting edi- 


tor of the Advocate, now serving In 
the headquarters company of 
the 


5<5th Artillery, C. A. C., baa written 
the following letter to a friend In 
this city: 


A. P. O., May 2. 


Friend Harry: There are BO many 


things we can't write about that 
even though I have access to a type- 
writer 
this 
afternoon that 
Isn't 


working, there Isn't a whole lot of 
news I can write you1. But at that 
you doubtless get more news over 
there than we do here—that Is, you 
do if things are as they were when I 
was in America. Through the Paris 
editions of the New York Herald and 
Chicago Tribune we get the gist, but 
the high lights are lacking, and Her- 
bert Kaufmanns and Irving 
Cobbs 


aren't writing for the soldiers. 


It's interesting, however, and 
it 


has been HO ever since we pulled out 
of Fort Wright on wliit some writer 
termed "the great adventure." Our 
trip overseas was made on a large 
vessel that made good time, and aa 
the Atlantic was like a mill pond, or 
Buckeye Lake on a hot summer day, 
only a few were seasick. There 
wasn't a thrill furnished us—no one 
even thought he saw a sub, although 
rewards had been offered for a gen- 
uine warning. Everyone heard and 
everyone knew we were -going 
to 


England, and for that reason 
we 


landed in France 
Was a little sorry 


for since this a personally conducted 
tour, I wanted to see a little of John 
Bull's land. The' day we landed 1 
knew why the country was called 
"Sunny France," It was glorious, es- 
pecially after the long trip. 
Since 


then I've wondered, for we 
have 


been dodging rain most or the time. 


We managed to see quite a lot of 


the country before we unslung packs 
at this post and for a wonder France 
is just as interesting, quaint and at- 
tractive as books and pictures show 
it to be. 
But in some ways it Is 


woefully behind the times, from an 
American 
viewpoint. 
When 
one 


takes a walk through some of' the 
villages or cities as I have done one 
seems to drop back a few centuries. 
Everything looks as it must have 
looked a hundred or two years ago. 
The streets are very narrow and 
paved with cobble stones; the side- 
walks narrow and everyone walks in 
the streets. 
But as there is little 


vehicular traffic "go, go, stop, stop" 
cops arn't needed. -All buildings are 
flush with the sidewalks, for in ages 
gone by land must have been con- 
trolled by a few and for that rea- 
son was at a premium—maybe it is 
just havit though. Lawns aren't 
known. Cheers from the family man. 


We are supposed to . salute 
all 


French officers, and if you could 
see the variety of uniforms they wear 
you can imagine our difficulties. The 
French are strong lor colors and 
honestly costumes In comic operas 
arn't exagerated a bit. In addition 
we jhave to keep track of Italian, 
Russian and English uniforms. Have 
seen quite a few German prisoners in 
their polygot outfits but of course 
salutes aren't wasted. 


We have a good mess and after a 


long hike you ought to see the men 
line up with their mess kits for chow, 
then squat down on,the ground or 
on anything they can find and eat. 
Nothing fancv about it but its mighty 
satisfying. We sleep on grass-filled 
bed sacks, rolled up in our blankets, 
and if not as comfortable as in our 
beds at home at least we sleep with- 
out anyone singing an evening lulla- 
by.* For light at nigbt we have can- 
dles and no one kicks about dropp- 
ing 
back 
to 
great-grandfather's 


time. 
Can't tell you what we are doing 


or rumors of the future, but we'll 
manage to keep right busy, 
can't 


worry about that, but you'll have to 
wait until the melee la over to hear 
the things you probably will want to 
hear. 
The French have suffered, 
bnt 


they are a long way from being in 
serious difficulties. 
They are well 


clothed and well fed and the long 
years of war haven't broken their 
spirits in the least. 
They are head 


over heels in love with the Ameri- 
cans and we have some good times. 
Talked to a soldier who had been at 
the front since 1914 and he says the 
war will be over by October. Hope 
he is right, but no one can tell. The 
Americans are giving a good account 
of themselves and with a big army 
such as we are getting the 
Huns

"May 25, 1918. 


"Dear Mother, Dad and Sisters—* 


think this is probably the last letter 
you will get from me, written in 
Camp Sherman. From all indications 
we will leave soon. 
I would give 


almost anything to see you all again, 
but it is impossible at present, so I 
will have to defer that pleasure until 
some date in the future. 
However, 


all we can do is make the best of a 
bad situation and be prepared for 
whatever favors the Lord sees fit to 
bestow. 1 am well and as happy as 
I can be under the circumstances, 
and I hope this letter will find yon 
all well at home. 


"It has been an awful hot day 


down here. We had an awful wind- 
storm this morning which put about 
an inch of sand on the barracks 
floors. We had to take all our stuff 
outside and shake the sand off of 
them and sweep up the barracks 
again. 


"I don't know where we are going 


from here, bat you may be sure I will 
write to you as soon as this regiment 
makes Its next camp. 
We are not 


allowed to tell anyone where we are 
from; where we are going, or what 
organization we belong to. 
And If 


anyone auks me I guess I can tell 
him I don't know. 


"We have teen getting all kinds 


of drills in the last few days—even 
down to signally ing. 
it la plain to 


be seen that we all aie in this war 
o win and if we boys at the front 
have the prayers and co-operation of 
.he loved ones at home we are bound 
to win. 
If I can only hold up my 


shooting record when I get across I 
know I will be back. I was told by 
our captain today that I would be 
put in with the snipers. 
If that is 


he case I know I will get a German 
or two. But when the letters get 
scarce don't woiry. 
You will re- 


member that on the other side a fel- 
ow is busy night and day. 
I will 


write whenever I get a chance. 


"Now," mother; I don't want to 


make you any more trouble or worry 
than I can help, but I wish you would 
.ell Mrs. Mulfhoop and Charlie that 


said goodbye to them and all of my 


friends at home. • It will be the big- 
gest favor wou could possibly do. Tell 
{Catherine to tell the school kids that 
one thrift stamp will buy five cart- 
ridges for our rifles, or else it will 
>e enough to pay for a soldier's meal. 
Jut when a person has a chance to 
cill five Germans for 25 cents there 
s a barbaric joy in spending that 
quarter that can be equalled In no 
other way. So boost the thrift stamp 
sales all she can and the boys will 
do the boosting on the other side. 


"Well now, mother; I am going 


;o write Blanche a letter yet this 
evening, so I will have to brign this 
one to a close. You will hear from 
me within another week and then 
rou will get my new address. Love 
;o all. From your son, 
Ed."

until all the conditions are carried 
out.

That the zodiac, with its constella- 


tions and with the symbols that rep- 
resent them, is traceable in part, at 
least, to an Egyptian origin? 
The 


zodiac may be called the great high- 
way of the heavens. Its width being 
such as to include all the 
journey- 


ings of the sun. moon, and seven- ma- 
jor planets. 
The sun's 
apparent 


yearly path among the stars is known 
as the ecliptic. The zone extending 
eight degrees on each side of 
the 


ecliptic is known as the zodiac. Be- 
ginning at the point on the ecliptic 
which marks the position of the sun 
at thp vernal equinox, and thence 
proceeding eastward, the zodiac is 
divided into twelve signs of thirty 
degrees each, which are as follows: 
Aries, Taurus. Gemini, Cancer, Leo. 
Virgo. Libra, Scorpius, Sagittarius. 
Caprirornus, 
Aquarinus. 
Pisces. 


These signs are named 
from 
the 


twelve constellations of the zodiac; 
with which the signs coincided in tbe 
lime of the astronomer Hinparchus 
about two thousand years ago. Ow-
